HIGHLAND PARK — The city’s Recreation & Parks Department will begin negotiating with Occidental 
College to have the school manage and restore the Lummis Home, one of the Northeast L.A.’s most 
important historic landmarks that is in need of repairs and renovation. 


The Board of Recreation & Parks Commissioners on Wednesday authorized city staff to negotiate a 
“partnership agreement" with the Eagle Rock college to takeover the more than century-old Lummis 
Home, the two-story house built out of arroyo stones by Charles Fletcher Lummis, a journalist and civic 
activist who help establish the nearby Southwest Museum. 


Late last year, the Recreation and Parks Department began looking for a new organization to operate 
the city-owned Lummis site after failing to reach an agreement with the Southern California Historical 
Society, which has occupied and managed the property for nearly half a century. 


But after seeking proposals from different organizations to operate and restore the property, only one 
organization made an official offer: Occidental College. However, Recreation and Parks determined it 
would be better to reject that offer and negotiate a different, exclusive agreement with Occidental, 
according to a staff report. 


The Southern California Historical Society is scheduled to leave the Lummis Home at the end of the 
year, leaving the city to handle its operation and care. That puts the department under additional 
pressure to quickly find a group to take over the property. Says the staff report: 


Upon the Society leaving the Lummis Home at the end of 2014, the Department would be responsible 
for the maintenance and security ... The Department would have to hire additional staff in order to 
provide tours of the Lummis Home and develop and implement a marketing plan in order to generate 
revenue to sustain the operation. 


It is therefore more economical to secure these services through a private organization that would 
assume all costs of operation and maintenance in exchange for exclusive long-term use. 

The Eastsider has contacted Occidental College to find out what it has in mind for the Lummis Home 
and how much it will invest in the property.

The college’s response to the city’s request for proposals includes its concept for the creation of an 
Institute for the History of Los Angeles,” a center for study of Los Angeles history and culture with 
special emphasis on the diverse communities of Northeast Los Angeles and the larger city.”

CD1 Awarded $2.1 Million for Park Improvements

The California Department of Housing and Community Development released grant opportunities for 
funding through the Housing-Related Parks (HRP) Program. The HRP Program was funded through 
Proposition 1C, the Housing and Emergency Shelter Trust Fund Act of 2006. The Program awards 
funds on a per-bedroom basis for each residential unit affordable to very low- and low-income 
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households permitted during the designated Program year. The Program provides funds for parks and 
recreation projects that benefit the community and add to the quality of life. 

The 2013 round of funding incentivized a total of 20,533 affordable units in communities across 
California and will provide $73,605,250 for park-related projects statewide. Based on the applications, 
88% of grant funds will be used in park deficient communities and 78% will be put towards projects in 
disadvantaged communities.71% of funds are proposed for park projects located in both park deficient 
and disadvantaged communities. 

Los Angeles was recently awarded a grant under the HRP Program. Out of the $8.2 million Prop 1C 
funding Los Angeles was awarded, CD1 projects received $2.1 million. Funds will benefit MacArthur 
Park and Toberman Recreation Center.

Eagle Rock City Hall Improvements Have Begun! 

Built in 1922, just one year before Eagle Rock was consolidated with the City of Los Angeles, Eagle 
Rock City Hall was designated Los Angeles Historic Cultural Monument #59 in 1969. Councilmember 
Huizar, a strong proponent of historic preservation fought hard to secure $186,000 in this year's budget 
to renovate and restore this community gem. On Monday, July 7th, construction crews from the 
Department of General Services began work on Eagle Rock City Hall. 

Interior improvements include new paint, remodeling the bathrooms, adding new carpeting and flooring, 
and much more! Exterior improvements will include turf removal, community space, and a new plant 
palette. 

In order to allow for work to proceed as quickly as possible, Eagle Rock City Hall will be closed until the 
end of July to allow for the construction to move ahead.

Councilmember Huizar Introduces Motion to Explore Amending Hours of Colorado Blvd Specific Plan 
Map from Colorado Vision Plan 

At the request of several community groups in Eagle Rock including the Eagle Rock Neighborhood 
Council, The Eagle Rock Association, the Eagle Rock Chamber of Commerce and the Colorado 
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Boulevard Design Review Board, Councilmember Huizar introduced a motion in City Council to amend 
the hours of the Colorado Boulevard Specific Plan. 

The Colorado Blvd Specific Plan was originally authored and adopted in 1992 - over 20 years ago. Since 
that time, the corridor has undergone tremendous growth to the benefit of the Eagle Rock Community. 


The plan has been an effective tool in managing the look and preserving the pedestrian friendly feel of 
the neighborhood but like all city plans, needs to be updated to continue to provide public convenience 
and benefit to our community. 

One regulation, or limitation of the current plan, is a prohibition on business operating between 9 p.m. 
and 7 a.m. - meaning neighborhood establishments that choose to move here need to close earlier, and 
- in some instances - open later than their competitors in nearby cities, such as Pasadena and 
Glendale. 

In 2014, the Eagle Rock community questioned the relevance of such a limitation on hours of operation. 
CD14 staff has been working closely with the various community groups and the Planning Department 
to look into what we can do to ensure a healthy business climate remains on Colorado Boulevard. 

The motion formally asks the Los Angeles Department of City Planning to look into the matter. 

ERNC in collaboration with TERA, the Eagle Rock Chamber of Commerce and the Colorado Blvd 
Design Review Board, will host a meeting to discuss the amendment in August. More details to follow

LADWP Now Pays Customers $3 a Square Foot to Replace Their Lawn 

Cash in Your Lawn Incentive Jumps a Dollar Higher to Further Incentivize Outdoor Water Savings 


To encourage more outdoor water conservation, the Los Angeles Department of Water and Power 
(LADWP) has increased its Cash In Your Lawn incentive to $3 a square foot from $2 a square foot for 
residential customers to replace their water-thirsty grass with California Friendly plants and other 
water-wise landscaping. Of the 600 million gallons of drinking water delivered daily in the City of Los 
Angeles, about half is used for watering outdoors. 

All LADWP customers interested in the Cash In Your Lawn Program must pre-apply for a rebate and 
receive LADWP approval before starting the turf replacement project. The Department will rebate up to 
2,000 square feet of lawn replaced, for a maximum cash repayment of $6,000. 
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To help customers transition to water-wise gardens, LADWP, through its partnership with the 
Metropolitan Water District of Southern California, offers California Friendly landscape and gardening 
classes for customers to attend in person or take online.
